tbe wind, which suddenly veered 
and turned the flames hack in the 
direction from which theveutre, 
saved lhe rest of the plant and 
the town from destruction. Tbe 
fire was one of the ax** spec¬ 
tacular conflagration* ever seen

Hardly had tbe flames eaten 
th-lr way through the first of
